Although the offer. came 
from the Women '87 Exhibition 
committee before Mr. Dismont 
took office, he promised to look 
into the proposal if it was 
presented to the corporation 
again : 

“Research revealed that it 
would cost ‘over $25,000"’, said 
former committee member 
Anna Fulton, but we were 
going to approach other charit- 
able organizations such as the 
Junior Service League for 
help. Unfortunately, we never 
got beyond the word of mouth 
stage. 

Mrs. Fulton said the corpor- 
tation decided that installing 
an elevator at the City Hall, 
which has not been done, 
should take priority over the 
installation of one at the No. 1 
Shed 

“We had a meeting with the 
éorporation and it was decided 
that an elevator would be 
installed at City Hall since it is 
used more regularly,"’ she 
explained. “And No. 1 Shed 
was put on the back burner 
since it already had an 
escalator.’ 

Mrs. Sandra Scott, who 
serves on the committee and 
organizes upper level booths 
said: “‘The proposal is buried 
in our files and it was impossi- 
ble for us to get at it in such a 
short notice.” 

However, Mrs. Scott said the 
committee is willing to revive 
the proposal in April. 

“We've done everything 
within our power to get the 
wheelchair-bound moved 
around at our exhibition,” she 
said. ‘‘Accessibility for them 
at the No. 1 Shed is certainly 
still a problem.” 

Mr. Dismont promised that 
the corporation would 
“address the proposal as soon 
as it is received.” 

Meanwhile, chairman of the 
Bermuda Physically Hand- 
icapped Association, Margaret 
Carter, questioned the corpo- 
ration’s sincerity about help- 
ing the shesically 
handicapped. 

“It took us four years to get 
ramps on the first floor (of City 
Hall},”’ said Miss Carter. ‘‘l 
don't even go to coektails there 
because I have to sit down near 
the bathroom. And the No. | 
shed, I just knock off my list of 
places to go because it makes 
no sense to go there when I 
can't get to the upper level. 
The same goes for the public 
library.”’ 

Miss Carter said the corpo- 
ration has been very reluctant 
in helping the physically hand- 
icapped in the t peas but she 
hoped that would change. 

“They were very resistant 
when they were approached 
about the elevator at the No. 1 
Shed,”’ she said.

Maczka said he is attempt-~ 


ing to spread his knowledge of 
growing garlic around the 
country through the media 4s 
well as through the booth that 
he sets up each year at the 
Royal Canadian Winter Fair. A 
farmer in Ivanhoe, an old 
customer of Maczka took his 
advice and is now growing his 
own garlic. ° 

In an interview Maczka said 

garlic grows best in organic 
soil and the garlic bulbs should 
be planted in the fall, about 
three to four weeks before the 
ground freezes. He said it is 
important not to plant the 
bulbs too early, because if they 
grow too high the frost will kill 
them. Maezka said garlic 
bulbs can also be planted in the 
spring as soon as the ground 
becomes soft and workable. 

He said root development 
takes about three to four 
weeks. During the growing 

rocess Maczka said the 

eaves should be broken off in 
four to five weeks so all the 
strength is in the bulbs rather 
than the seeds. He said if all 
the strength is left in the seeds 
it will result in smaller bulbs.

Tourism is 
down almost 10 per cent from 
last year and tourism opera- 
tors are watching their busi- 
ness drop to levels not seen 
since the 1981-82 recessions. 
And cross-border tg 
continues to exact a heavy to 
on thousands of small busines- 
ses across the country. So what 
can be done? 
Well, not much if you put 
our. trust into the hands of 
ederal Minister of Small 
Business and Tourism, Tom 
Hockin, and his Minister of 
Revenue colleague, Otto 
Jelinek. Together, Jelinek and 
Hockin form the brains behind 
the federal government’s 
attack on the precipitous drop 
in tourism and the soaring 
level of cross-border shopping. 
On occasion, Jelinek has 
been seen popping up in towns 
and cities across the country 
holding meetings with civic 
mayors and Sy ste politi- 
cians in an effort to come up 
with solutions to this ‘‘made in 
Canada”’ tax revolt. He has 
managed to keep a rien 
face while saying the “‘GST ‘is 
not a factor in. people’s deci- 
sion to shop in the U.S.”

Unfortunately, its generosity 
doesn’t extend to items and 
services used most when 
vacationing—restaurant 
meals, gasoline, drinks, room 
service. Ironically, the rebates 
are provided only after the 
person(s) have returned home. 
Canadian tax dollars end up 
being spent outside of Canada 
by non-Canadians. Hockin also 
saw fit to commission a survey 
of Americans’ views of Canada 
as a travel destination. The 
findings showed our neighbors 
from the south consider Cana- 
da at least 20 per cent more 
on than a holiday in the 


What Hockin and Jelinek 
have parser refused to 
acknowledge is that businesses 
along with consumers are 
carrying heavy tax burdens 
which play into the hands of 
lower-taxed U.S. firms. Until 
all levels of government admit 
that the high taxes are a large 
part of the problem, the other 
so-called solutions are only 
public relations initiatives.

Composting in municipal 
scale facilities is another solu- 
tion with a much brighter 
future that is gaining converts 
in Canada, the United States 
and abroad. 

Already the United States is 


‘ processing between 3 and 5 per 


cent of its annual solid waste 
into compost. With the poten- 
tial to reduce “household 
garbage going to landfill an 
astonishing 60 per cent, 
composting is one method of 
recycling being examined by 
various municipal govern- 
ments across Canada. 

Composting is really 
biodegradation—only faster. In 
the composting process, 
compostable materials such as 
leaves, food and soiled paper 
are consumed by microbes and 
transformed into a soil-like 
substance called humus or 
compost Waste-derived 
compost has several valuable 
uses—as a soil conditioner or 
mulch. As a mulch on top of the 
soil, compost helps to control 
weeds, and when tilled into the 
soil it helps to retain moisture 
while allowing good drainage. 

Furthermore, compost helps 
nutrients cling to soil particles,

reducing the need for chemical 
fertilizers. It also protects the 
roots of plants from tempera- 
ture fluctuations in both winter 
and summer. Roots are able to 
. penetrate, in both winter and 
summer. Roots. are able to 
ee deeper, resulting in 
althier plant growth. 


With municipal scale 
composting, the first stage is 
either curbside collection and 
sorting pater ¢ 
container similar 
box"’, or sorting after collec- 
tion at a facility. All non- 
compostable materials—glass, 
plastic, metal and stone—are 
sent to recycled or to a 
landfill; organic or compost- 
able materials-grass, leaves 
food, sages paper-—to to the 
municpal composter. 

In Canada there are current- 
ly several composting facili- 
ties in the planning stage. To 
aid this growth, Procter and 
Gamble has allocated $3.5 
million towards the research 
and development of compost- 
ing in Canada.

The old age home, with its 
nearly 70 ‘street people’ resi- 
dents, was run by five Gatholic 
sisters and is ‘‘understaffed 
with underqualified’’ workers, 
Pam says. 

It was depressing until I got 
to know three or four of the 
seniors, she said. 

She was told at the start, by 
the sisters, that volunteers 
don’t do the dirty work but 
Pam was undeterred and 
threw herself into the job. 

She remembers the smell of 
the old age home. 

‘And it was supposed to be a 
clean place.” 

As unbelievable as it may 
seem, they had no mops, Pam 
says. They just don’t use them. 

Consequently, it took her 2 
1/2 hours to “‘mop” with straw 
brushes and got the job done 
that others would not do. 

Pam also recalls a “crazy 
woman who worked there and 
was always yelling at the 
walls.” 

She shoved wheel chairs into 

ca ankles, Pam said. 

‘No one takes care of them,” 
Pam said. ‘they just have the 
basics.” 

In one instance, Pam 
brought the seniors lotion that 
they could use treat their “dry, 
flaky skin.” 

“They were finally able to 
sleep,”’ she said. “‘It felt worth- 
while after doing it.” 

Pam’s schoolroom experi- 
ences, with kids from kinder- 
garten to grade six, were just 
as unique. 

The ‘‘teacher” couldn't read 
a Dr. Seus book, she said. 

She said that -70,000 kids 
graduate from grade nine and 
40,000 of them will be illiterate.

These Canadian teachers 
were scheduled to return to 
Canada this year but, ironical- 
ly enough, because they are 
paid in Jamaican dollars they 
can’t afford the flight back and 
will remain thefe another 
year. 

The school was constantly 
being broken into and pencil 
sharpeners, chalk and pencils 
being stolen.

turn desks, Pam said. 

Describing the White Wing 
district as ‘volatile’ and the 
“most feared and roughest in 
Kingston,” they still agreed 
that the ple were really 
nice, carefree and relaxed. 

I didn’t use my watch once, 
Pam said. You just get usedto | 
it - it’s slow and laidback. 

The conditions, which 
include constant patrols of 
camoflauged policemen carry- 
ing AK-47’s, are often beyond 
their own control. 

“The police are feared and 
hated,’’ Mike said. 

Certainly a highlight of the 
Jamaican ead was the camp- 
ing trip they helped run for 15 
of the White Wing kids — kids 
who had never been outside of 
the city. 

The trip took them right 
around the country. 

They were the best-behaved 
kids, Pam said. They were in 
awe of everything. 

“They were really, really 
good kids,”’ Becky said. ‘‘They 
weren't expecting these things 
so they. couldn't be 
disappointed.” 

All of their faces were press- 
ed against the window of the 
van looking at the mountains, 
Becky remembers.

Ten, I Get The Fever, For 
Loving You, Wild Weekend. 


The Corner Of My life and 
Quits, just to name a few. 

Perhaps the biggest hit 
recorded by Anderson was Po’ 
Folks, now also the name of his 
band. and a chain of popular 
restaurants. Anderson has also 
appeared in countless (includ- 
ing his own show syndicated in 
126 U.S. cities), several 
movies, and was the first to 
ever broadcast a live British 
country concert over US. 
airwaves via satellite. 

Bill Anderson's ‘meteoric 
rise to the top of the country 
music world was suddenly 
struck by a 1984 tragedy.

Municipal leaders in this 
riding will welcome the Ontar- 
io government's move to disen- 
tangle provincial and munici- 

al responsibilities, says local 

PP Elmer Buchanan. 

‘“‘As I've met with our reeves 
and councils, they've asked for 
changes that would clearly 
identify what programs are the 
responsibility of each level of 
government,’ Buchanan said 
in,a press release. 

The Hastings-Peterborough 
MPP says paying for welfare 
services will be one area of 
discussion, adding that this 
includes what is to be paid for 
out of property taxes. 

At present, some programs 
are cost shared while others 
are paid 100 per cent by one or 
the other level of government. 
There are 15 ministries and 
more than 100 conditional 
grant programs. This makes 


the relationship between the 
two levels of government 
unwieldy and frustrating, says 
David Cooke, Municipal 
Affairs Minister 


“The goal is not to spend 
more money,’’ Buchanan said 
“The exchange of services and 
responsibilities is to have a 
neutral impact on costs at the 
local and provincial levels.” 

Buchanan expects area 
reeves and Councils. will 
continue their discussions with 
him about which level of 
government should be respon- 
sible for designing, delivering 
and paying for the programs 
and services people want and 
need. 

The steering committee for 
the project will consist of six 
municipal representatives 
(appointed by AMO) and six 
cabinet ministers.
